WHAT IS JAZZ? 


Pm asked from time to time, “what is jazz”? I used 
to know for sure, but now Pm not as certain. But let 
me try to answer. 


As an opener I say: Jazz is what the music (record- 
ing) industry says it is!! Interrogrative? Here's what I 
mean, at one time jazz was for more narrowly defined 
than it is now, but as some jazz artists embraced a 
“commercial” or, as some jazz purists insist, a “for- 
mula Jazz posture, the definition of jazz broadened 
remarkably. 

Jazz, (with the exception of Dixie-Land) as some 
folks my age and older knew it to be in our earlier 
years, was of the “Swing” variety. The drummer kept 
the beat steady and groovin’. He was ably assisted by 
the Bass player who for the most part played quarter 
notes e.g. 1-2 3-4. (We would "clap" on, or accentuate 
the 3rd and 4th beat. In R&B music it was called the 
"back-beat.") The piano player would *comp" or play 
chords as background for the soloist. One of the best 
at this is, Horace Silver. His *compin" would push a 
soloist to new heights. It is like having a full ‘bass sec- 
tion slammin' behind you. 


You say: “O.K.” “fine”! But, you say in your second 
paragraph, there is now “commercial” and “formula 
jazz". How is that different from what you've just de- 
picted?!! 

I don’t believe that commercial jazz received it’s 
name from jazz artists. I believe that came from “the 
powers that be”. i.e. some folks protecting their invest- 
ments, believing that this new approach to jazz would 
need it's own identity. The name *formula-Jazz" is in 
my view the product of some Jazz-purists who hold 
that it is a vehicle by which some “Jazz artists”? Ob- 
tain financial success at the expense of the art form. 
They refer to those artists as: “they who have “copped- 
out"! 


As time went by new categories of Jazz were 
named.

Some of the originators of jazz, if there were still 
here to be asked, and some now present might not 
agree to all this augmentation, but they know that 
the founders of this very fine art form shall always be 
present in some way, albeit not in quite the same way. 
Nevertheless they are there! Till next time.

at the discos and concerts. How does she do it? She 
must have a magic wand that produces money or an 
ability to accept a lot of wands that keep her in the 
mix... The Shadow has noticed a huge increase in 
the number of accidents these days, mostly because 
we are driving too fast and not paying attention to 
stop signs and red lights. People drive differently in 
the suburbs then they do in the cities. In Newark for 
instance when your light turns green you can count 
at least five cars going through the red light before 
one of them decides to stop. We need more four-way 
stop signs, it will save lives and damage... To the 
brother on So.
